CHINA. 
SHANGHAI, 

Dates extend to the 4th Oct. The P. and O. mail of the 11th 
Aug. arrived on the Ist Oct.—five days behind contract time, the 
P. and O. steamer Emeu having been compelled by bad woather 
to put into Amoy. The French mail of Aug. 18 arrived on the 
following day. ‘Ihe following is from the North China Herald :— 

The change of the monsoon has been aces:npanied by very 
heavy weather on the coast. ‘he last English mail was nine 
days on the voyage from Hong Kong, arriving five days beyond 
contract time. The Suwonadu, which left nearly at the same 
time, arrived only one day before her. Both met with furious 
northerly gales, aud were compelled to run for shelter—the 
former into Amoy, the latter into Ping-ki bay. The force of the 
wind is spoken of as equalling that of a cyclone; neither ship 
was able to make headway against it, and the Himeu was actually 
losing ground when she determined to run for Amoy. The Etha 
Rickmers also suffered badly in a typhoon off Formosa on Sept. 12. 

A Peking correspondent writes that the much-vexed audience 
question is really likely to come up for serious discussion before 
many months are over. The Foreign Powers have determined to 
ae it; and Chunghow’s inactivity in Europe, and Mr, Lemaire’s 

ate return to France, are attributable to this resolve. ‘There is 
no doubt that the Emperor’s marriage was put off this year in 
order to defer the evil day; but this cannot be repeated inde- 
finitely ; nor are foreigners content to wait indefinitely. Sooner 
or later the knot must come up for solution, and there is reason 
to believe it will be sooner. Will the Chinese yield or fight ? 
There is no doubt what they would like to do; but are they 
ready ? and how much more time are we going to allow them 
for preparation ? 

The fifth ordinary meeting of the North China Insurance Com- 
pary was held on the 2nd Oct., Mr. Lavers in the chair. The 
working account for the half-year yields 2 surplus of ‘Ts. 
127,828.39, which is carried forward, making a total credit 
balance of ‘Ils. 843,610.60, on the above date, over and above 
the paid-up capital, Tls. 300,000, aud after the distribution of 
the first and second dividends, representing Tle. 225,000. ‘The 
losses and claims paid (Tls. 227,198.57) during the six months, 
January to June, 1871, principally arise on policies issued in 
1870, all which risks have now terminated, subject to averages 
not yet adjusted and ascertained ; subsequent settlements amount 
to ‘Ts. 10,450.98 ; and as the casualties to vessels, ab preseuc 
known, in which the company is intcrested are not expected to 
involve heavy claims, the business of the present year promises 
favourable results. The amount of profit, they would vbserve, 
up to the 30th June was Ts. 1,068,610, against, at the corre- 
sponding period, Tls. 751,000, showing a satisfactory increase,

After rather a burst of law proceedings we have had a quiet 
week, The only pending case, an action by the S.8.N. Cu., for 
damages sustained by their steamer Aiangsi through collision 
with Messrs. Jardine Matheson’s steamer Avushu, has been post- 
poned from the difficulty of finding a British assessor among the 
captains of steamers just now coming to the port, unconnected 
with the partics interested. 

In the application made respectively by tho trustec on the es- 
gate of Wi lliam Hargreaves and the trustees under Mr. Har. 
treaves’ marriage settlement;for a fund in Court, tho proceeds of 


s 
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furniture, amounting to Tls. 10,037, judgment is for the trustees 
under the marriage settlement for furniture in possession of the 
bankrupt before 1867, the precise amount of the award to be fixed 
after inquiry inchambers. In the Hiogo appeal case, Gandaubert 
v. Hart and Smedley, the finding of the Court below is sustained, 
being for defendants and respondents. 

The British brig +atilda has been wrecked in Chefoo harbour. 
She was left with only the boatswain bh board, dragged her 
anchor, and drifted on the rocks at the foot of Yentai hill—the 
second anchor was let go too late to save her. The Court severely 
censured the master, and suspended the mate’s certificate. 

The new rule has not, we believe, been officially promulgated 
yet in Shanghai; and we may be sure that, 80 long as the pre- 
sent Taotai remains in office, every obstacle will be offered to it. 
At Ningpo, we are told, the Taotai has officially informed the 
Consuls of the change. Care will now have to be taken that the 
Apter authorities respect the transit pass ; and we shall not 

e surprised to find that the natives yet find it desirable that the 
pass should be taken out in a foreign name. : 

Advantage was taken of the cool weather and a moonlight 
night to call a parade of the 8. V. C., which was fairly attended, 
and went off, on the whole, well. The design was that the force 
should assemble, as on former occasions, along the line of the 
Honan-road—No. 2 company with one gun at the junction 
of the Honan and Peking-roads; the Miholoongs at the 
foot of the Maloo; No. 3 at the foot of the Foochow- 
road; and No. 1 with one gun on the Yang-king-pang— 
and at the signal of a rocket from the Maloo, swing, left back- 
wards and right forwards, to face an attack from the city. 
The new base of operations was the Foochow Road, and a great 
deal of fighting was gone through by each company in the streets 
and on the open ground between this and the Yang-king-pang. 
Eventually, the enemy being repelled at all points, the whole 
force reassembled at the Parsee Cemetery and marched back, 
headed by the band, to the Bund, where the order to dismiss was 
given at eleven P.M. ; 

Féng, the mandarin who has long held the post of Superinten- 
dent at the Shanghai Arsenal, was very recently surprised by the 
arrival of a: young mandarin named Chai-Sz’-bao, with letters 
from the Futai appointing him to the post and requesting an 
acknowledgment of his arrival. Instead of replying, Féng at 
once started in his new steam yacht for Acoshow, to in- 
terview the Futai; and from thence, it appears, went on 
to Nanking to see Tseng-kwo-fan, who is said to ignore alto- 
gether the na Rare of Chai-Sz’-bao, and to regard him merely 
as appointed by the Futai to bean additional manager at the 
Arsenal. The new official, we hear, has Jately arrived from 
Peking, where he held a post in the Tsung-li Yamen. Ostensibly 
his appointment emanates from the Futai; but his arrival from 
Peking looks very much as if higher influences were at work. He 
seems to have studied somewhat of foreign matters, and says he 
is specially instructed to enquire whether Chinese arsenals cannot 
begin to derive their supplies of iron and coal from Chinese 
sources, instead of relying on foreign imports. We hear that a 
Prussian drill-instructor has been brought out, to teach the use 
of Krupp’s guns to a class of lads at the Arsenal, who are being 
taught German at that comprehensive establishment 

The Shanghai Courier of Oct. 3 contains the following para- 
graph, which narrates the occurrence of an incident very unusual 
among journalists in the East. It willbe seen that our contem- 
porary does not pledge itself to the complete accuracy of its state- 
ment, and we trust, for the sake of the “sink of iniquity,” that it 
is much exaggerated. Our contemporary says :—Last night 
about half-past five, as we are told, M. Beer, editor of the Nouvel- 
liste, met M. Lepissier, editor of the Progress, in the Rue du 
Consulat, and struck him on the head with a walking-stick 
or hand-whip, on which M. Lepissier drew a revolver and fired 
on M. Beer wounding him in the arm. It appears that M. Beer 
had sent a letter to M. Lepissier referring to some controversy 
between the two journals which the latter refused to insert 
in the Progress. Learning that there was a conspiracy in certain 
aye to fasten a quarrel upon him, M. Lepissier notified the 

nsul General of the fact some days ago, and said he would fire 
on the first man who dared attack him. M. Beer, on meeting him 
last evening, demanded why he had not inserted his note. He re- 
plied that he owed M. Beer no explanation, on which the above en- 
counter took place. M. Lepissier, after firing, walked straight to 
the French Consulate and gave himself into custody. He was 
released this morning on bail. M. Beer’s wound is not serious. 
We relate the bare facts as we have received them, refraining 
from comment for the present. 

The Jupan Herald says :—The Japanese mission to the North 
to settle the Saghalien affair has returned without doing any- 
thing ; it appears that the Vitsin proceeded as far as Hakodadi, 
but finding no Russian men-of-war there to escort her, as pro- 
mised, the commissioner waited a month, and then returned.

The following items are from the China Mail :— 


The Hong Kong Pier and Godown Corfipany (Limited), has at 
length commenced operations. The contract for the erection of 


the godowns has been let to the contractor who is building the 


new German Club, and he has commenced clearing the site. The 


pier will probably be finished in about nine months. 


There is, we understand, a possibility that the new German Club 
will be ready for opening by the middle of December next. 

A most interesting collection is in process of formation at the 
City Hall Museum. for which the public are indebted to the libe- 
rality and enterprise of the head of the leading German house in 
this colony. I¢ will comprise when completed a specimen of each 
article of Chinese production or manufacture passing through 
business hands in Hong Kong. Canes, matting, fans, ink, carv- 
ings, mineral productions, “seeds,fand a hundred other articles, find 
place in the list. 

A Canton correspondent writes :—M. Blancheton, French Consul 
at Canton, has obtained from the Viceroy an indemnity for the 
Catholic chapels and other property destroyed at Shek-Lung and 
Tung-koon in the recent disturbances. It is to be hoped that the 
chapels will be soon restored, and that the native Christians of 
those places, who have been obliged to take refuge at the Catholic 
mission at Canton, will be able to go back to their district and 
rebuild their houses. 

The news from Macao is to the effect that the Peruvian coolie 
trade is as brisk as ever it was, Thirteen vessels of various na- 
tionalities—Portuguese, Peruvian, Russian. Spanish, and French 
—are said to be fitting up at the present moment to carry coolies 
for Peru. The trade is further stated to be carried on under a 
different system. For the sake of humanity and civilisation, we 
trust that this may be so. 

We are glad to learn that Mr. Tomlin has at length returned to 
his duty. He went to the office for the first time yesterday. Who 
knocked him down ? 

The Hon. Mrs. Yelverton will give a public reading in the 
City Hall on Oct. 26. This lady, as is well known, has been 
driven to literary labour for a livelihood by circumstances too 
well known to require detail here; and for many years her read- 
ings and recitations have given great satisfaction, both at home 
and in America. The London Times, after commentiny favour- 
ably on the several portions of the programme represented at the 
Hanover-square Rooms, London, characterised her “ reading as & 
complete success,” spoke of Mrs, Yelverton as “one of the very 
best readers of our best poets,” and hoped it was “an augury of 
a successful and happy future that has begun to dawn upon her.” 
We trust that Mrs. Yelverton may not have to regret her journey 
to the East, or at least to Hong-kong. 

The Jupan Herald has, we hear, been bought by its editor, Mr. 
Brooke, for $4,000. The /Tiogo News does not seem to think highly 
of the investment, and makes some disrespectful remarks about 
“g lame duck.” [When will our contemporaries in the Far East 
learn how to practice the “ amenities of literature,” and recognise 
the truth that there is no weapon so deadly to a writer’s reputa- 
tion as the pen in his hands, if it be not worthily employed ? 
Such an instance of bad taste as the above might be expected of 
a carcass- butcher disappointed of a bargain, or a Jew broker ata 
“knock out "—but it is certainly out of place in the ‘fourth 
estate”—at least according to Western ideas.—Ep. L. é C. 7] 


The following items are from the Daily Press :— 

“Tt is an evil wind that blows nobody any good” is an old 
saying, and must have forcibly appeared in the minds of at least 
two persons lately. ‘Through the detention of the Yottung by 
the late typhoon the City of Aberdeen drifted into her course in 
a disabled condition, and was brought into this harbour, the re- 
sult being that $2,000 will have to pass from the owner of the 
latter to the owner of the former for towing scrvices. 

The great East Point institution, the Sepoy Guard, is, we hear, 
to be given up, and to be forwarded to Calcutta by the next 
steamer leaving for that port, their place being taken by a num- 
ber of Chinese watchmen of good chatacter and one head man 
the engagement of whom, we understand, has been entruste 
to an experienced police officer.

poultry, fruit, vegetables, dc, &c., at a very moderate price. 
The Governor of the island and the Padre were exceedingly kind, 
and both speak very good English. Captain O’Hagan would 
strongly recommend his fellow ship-masters, if passing near and 
in want of fresh provisions, to call at the island, as they will be 
sure to receive a hearty reception, and have their wants immedi- 
baa attended to. s 

The Eureka Company, who are old favourites in Hong Kong, 
performed for the first time since their return from Calcutta. 
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Miss Nellie Hosmer, and Mr. Joseph Small, well known to the 
Hong Kong public, were rapturously applauded. The new mem- 
bers of the company, Miss Fanny Wiseman and Mr. W. South, 
may be said to have been on their trial, and capitally they ac- 
quitted themselves. Mr. Alfred Singer presided at the pianoforte 
with brilliancy and tact.

BANGKOK. 

The departure of the King for Calcutta has not yet taken 
place. 

The following items are from the Weekly Advertiser :-— 

The great event of last week was the demonstration shown by 
the Siamese, in commemoration of the birthday of his Majesty, 
Somdetch Chow fa Chulalonkorn, the First King of Siam. This 
sovereign was born Sept. 21, 1853, and was crowned King of 
Siam Nov, 11, 1868. The Royal birthday seems to have been 
celebrated with great magnificence. 

We learn that his Excellency Nai Naitre, the Governor of 
Paknan, is to be the bearer of despatches to the Netherlands East 
India Government at Batavia, and that he will have in charge 
the decorations which his Majesty the King of Siam has con- 
ferrred upon the prominent gentlemen of that island. 

The export of rice from Siam last year was greater than in any 
previous year, and amounted only to 2,533 302 piculs, and this 
is much less than the exports from Saigon from Jan. Ist to 
Aug. 12th, 1871, which amounted to 3,758,657 piculs. Why 
this great difference? Has not Siam the capacity to yield much 
more than Saigon? Would not investments to multiply canals, 
roads, and facilitate transit, irrigation, and production, enable 
the fertile plains of Siam to yield an abundance, and at rates 
that would defy the competition of any other Asiatic country ? 

We learn casually that P’raya Rat may be appointed Governor 
of Rahaang, and be invested with especial powers to adjudicate 
cases in the Northern provinces, where foreigners may be one of 
the parties of a suit. 

It is whispered about that ere long an Austrian Embassy will 
visit Siam to exchange the ratified copies of the Treaty which was 
negotiated May 1869, by his Excellency, Baron de Petz. Le 
Chevalier Calice, now Consul General for China and Japan, it is 
expected will be the Ambassador to execute this important 
service. This gentleman was one of the suite of the Embassy of 
which Baron de Petz was Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary. 

His Excellency Chow Phya Bhanuwongse, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, entertained officers of the Foreign Consuiates 
at a ball which took place on his birthday. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE.

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CEYLON AND ITS INVESTMENTS. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


Some few months ago you had an article about the coffee enter- 
prise in this Island. It is true coffee is king in Ceylon, for in our 
yearly exports it amounts to about four-fifths of the whole pro- 
duce shipped from the island. Still, coffee is not our only enter- 
prise. We have ciunamon, plumbago, and the proceeds of the 
cocoa-nut palm in its many and varied forms, besides numerous 
other small matters. Just peruse the (iovernor’s able and ex- 
haustive speech at the opening of this, the last session of the 
Legislative Council, at which he will preside, and you will see 
with what giant strides trade and commerce of every kind have 
increased within the last fifteen years. During that period im- 
ports and exports together have increased in average annual 
value by GO per cent., and now stand at about £8,300.0U0. Ship- 
ping tonnage has increased from 640,593 tons to 1,294,795 tous, 
being an increase of 100 percent. ‘The estimated number of acres 
in cultivation has increased from 766,717 to 1,526,583, being 
just about doubled in the fifteen years. Coffee has risen from 
414,377 cwts. to 993,478 ewts., being an increase of 140 percent.; 
while cinnamon, which was long neglected, has increased 280 per 
cent., having risen from 823,721 Ibs. to 2,311,059 lbs. Plumbago, 
however, tops everything in the extent of the rise, for it has gone 
up from 14,385 cwts. to 150,824 ewts., being an increase of over 
800 per cent. Cocoanut oil has gone on steadily increasing, but 
its value has only risen 33 per cent. in the above period, while 
tobacco has gone up 58 per cent, 

What may be the measure of the island’s progress during the 
next fifteen years it would be difficult to predict. But it the 
new harbour and the Paumben Passage be then accomplished 
facts—if the above interests continue to expand as they have 
been doing—if the Government continues to expend money judi- 
ciously in reproductive works, such as roads, railways, canals, &c. 
—if the irrigation schemes be a success, by increasing and cheap- 
ening the food of the people—if the education schemes Intely 
launched have the effect auticipated, of not only enlightening the 
masses, but of diminishing crime and the cost of its repression, 
Ceylon ought to present to the reviewer of that period a very 
flourishing condition. Indeed, one can hardly estimate the ex- 
tent of the benefits that will be conferred on the island by the 
successful completion of those great works—the harbour, with its 
docks, lifts, or slips for repairing the vast amount of eastward- 
bound shipping that will call to coal, for cargo or repairs—and 
the Paumben Passage, shortening and facilitating the route to 
Bengal. 

Besides these, however, which are works of national, rather 
than merely local, interest, there is no reason why our exports 
should be restricted to the few articles above quoted. There are 
other industries that would suit the vast tracts of unbroken land 
lying on the south, east, and north of the island. Let anyone 
stand on the top of Tottapellagalla and cast his eye over the vast 
tracts of waving forest extending in one direction to the Pattenas 
of Bogawantalawa, Bopatalawa, and Agra, and in another to 
Ballangodde and Happotella; if these be too elevated for coffee, 
would they not make splendid tea and chinchona gardens? The 
lands in question are probably at an average altitude of 6,000 feet.

Take 
again this extensive tract of untouched land in the Binteune coun- 
try and between that and Batticaloa, fine land almost dead level, in 
a dry and hot district—would not these be well adapted for cot- 
ton? The extensive tracts of jungle in the Northern Province, 
too, would suit for the same purpose or for silk culture, or to- 
bacco, or grain, or maise. When the effects of the last commer- 
cial crisis, followed as it has been by European wars, shall have 
fairly blown over, when commerce shall assert her supremacy, and 
enterprise be once more unfettered, there need be little doubt 
that the industries above indicated will attract the attention of 
capitalists and settlers to the various new and oki outlets for 
money and labour in a healthy country. easily reached, “ where 
Europe amid Asia smiles.”

SHANGHAI.—The market for Black Tcas had been very firm, and 
almost all Teas above low common kinds were bought up as soon as 
shown. Teamen had asked and obtained a further advance in prices. 
Settlements 18, 000 chests. Stock 17,000 chests against 50,000 last 
year. In Green great activity had been displayed, and all “desirable 
chops were taken up on arrival, Many settlements showed a riso of 
Tis. 103 per picul. Stock was very sinall, and comprised but few fine 
Teas. Settlements 50,0U0 3-chests ; stock, 
70,000 last year. 

Foocnow.-—A quieter fecling had prevailed during the interval, and 
although purchases had amounted to over 16,000 chests of Congon, a 
Jarge portion of this had been taken for the Continent. The buying for 
Englaud appeared to hnve been compuaratively sinall, Settlements of 
Oolong for America had been on a much more moderate scale, only 
amounting to 5,000 half-chests. For the Colonies, a small business 
was in progress. Daily arrivals from the country continued on 
about the same scale as last reported, and stock was diminished 
to 41,000 chests Congou. The demand had existed for nearly all 
prades, but had chiefly run on the strong brisk kinds, varying 
from Tls.15 to 174. Teamen still held anything above this range 
very firmly. But little had been done in ree e purchases 
had been made in the grades ranging from Tis. 153 to 20 short, 
whilst two or three chops of boxes had realised from Tls, 28 to 
36. In Oolong only two strings had been settled at Tis. 224 and 23 
short respectively. These prices showed a slight decline. In Flowery 
Pekoe nothing had been done. In Scented Teas there is not much to 
note ; a few settlements had taken place at prices ranging from Tis. 16 
to 21 short. The Teas on offer of this description were of very infe- 
rior description, and were much mixed. 


COCHIN CHINA PRODUCE. 
The following is Messrs. Kaltenbach, Engler and Co.'s report, dated 
Saigon, 16th October :— 


Rick.—We have to report a further and very considerable advance 
on our rates current'a month ago. When prices at Hong Kong had 
rapidly gone up to about $2.50 the excitement on our place was great 
and it became nearly impossible to contract for any lurger quantity. 
Europeans then kept entirely out of the market, but Chinese continued 
to secure the smallest lots at almost any rate, paying in some instances 
un advance of over twenty cents from one day to the other, and higher 
prices than seen for a long time, say fully $2.25 and 2. 30 have been 
established. Since the beginning of the present month a more quiet 
tone was prevailing, and prices had at one moment declined to about 
$2.05 and 2.10, but the following days already the market was again 
firmer and rates were varying since between $2.10 and 2.20. At the 
latter prices a lot of 10,000 piculs round has been contracted by Eu- 
Topeans, and afterwards,” when the market became easier, the same quan- 
tity at $2.15. Our present quotations are, round $2.15 and long 2.10. 
Paddy: A report is current that high waters in some districts have da- 
maged a good deal of the old etock ; prices are nominal. 

H1pes,—Buffalo are rather neglected, and lower prices would he 
accepted. Cowhides on the contrary are in great demand for export to 
Singapore, and difficult to be got. We quote Buffalo $7.75, and Cow- 
hides $12.25. 

Horns.—Several lots have been bought at lower prices, say from 
$8 to 6.25, according tv size.

The demand for all descriptions has been rather light since our 
last report, recent purchases having pretty well supplied the trade. 
Holders, however, are not disposed to press sales, and full rates are 
maintained. Stocks of all kinds are moderate. 

Corrgze.—The latest advices from Rio Janeiro confirm previous 
reports of a short crop in Brazil, and light receipts at Rio. These 
accounts have wrought a change for the better in the tone of this 
market, inasmuch as there now seems to be some disposition to re- 
sume purchases toa moderate extent; holdera remain firm, still of- 
fering their small stocks sparingly. The market for East India de- 
scriptions has becn unsettled, owing to the almost entire suspension 
of operations noticed in our report of a fortnight since. The follow- 
ing have been the transactions (which were chiefly entered into early 
in the interval) :—12,476 mats Java, per Alexander; 10,000 mats to 
arrive, per Enoch Train, due at the close of the year; 25,191 to ar- 
rive, per Jane Sprott, daily expected, and 1,300 bags native Ceylon, 
allon private terms. The jobbing prices of East India remain as 
before, say 21c. to 22c. for pale and brown Singapore, and 254c. to 
27c. for pale to extreme brown Java, all gold. The stock of Java 
here and in Boston is now only about 25,000 mats, held in few 
hands, who also control the supplies till the end of this and the begin- 
ning of next year,

Operators are sanguine that from the position of this spice in the 
markets abroad higher quotations must rule here for some time to 
come. In Pepper there have becn sales of two cargoes Sumatra and 
Singapore, to arrive, say about 6,000 piculs, on private terms, which 
embraces about all expected here the remainder of the year. The 
trade demand continucs good, and prices generally are firm. Cassia is 
no higher, but is well supported. Macc, Nutmegs, and Cloves stiffen ; 
the latter have been quite active, and the market, as a whole, has a 
healthy tone. For trade lots there is a moderate demand, though the 
market is not as active as for some weeks past. We notice sales in a 
jobbing way of Mace at $1.45 to 1.50; Nutmegs, $1 to 1.024; China 
Cassia, 36c. to 37c.; Batavia, 34c. ; Cloves, mostly in bond, 6c. to 
7e.; duty paid, 12c. ; Pepper, 18¢. to 184c. for Sumatra, and "194e. to 
20c. for Singapore ; White Pepper, 40c. 

Tin.—There is still an absence of demand, and prices rule lower;

JAPANESE REFORMS. 

A letter from Yedo, dated the 10th of September, in the Allyemeine 
Zeituny gives some curio :s purtientar: as to the reforms whieh are mow 
being effected in Japan. ‘Tf all tae plavs of the Goverment are 
carried out,’ he says, ‘Japan willcuter on a pol tical and see al roe! 
formation of the highest importance. It is a faet that all the prine 
have—thongh as yet only nominativ—ahdie ited ther diguities, and 
that after the ninth month of the Janinese year—e., about the ead of 
October—they will take np their residence as private citizens in Yedo. 
They are to retain a tenth of the revouues of their former cstates, the 
remaining nine-tenths being appropriated to the Central Goveraument 
at Yedo; and new provincial govern rs will be appointed who will be 
merely officials subject to the cestrabaathority, 60.00. In connection 
wth this politieal reorronisation tecre is to he a social reform whieh 
will perhaps prove even more important, Within the next five years all 
the samurai (bearers of two swords) whohave hitherto been the depemlents 
of the princes and cther grandecs, are to be destnisse| and east on their 
own resources, to seek cloploymentssartisins, merchants, or civil servants. 
Farther, civil appointments ave to he thrown open to all el:sses, and a 
sort of wen ral dichility to militery service to be introduecd alter the 
Prussian model?’ The correspondent doubts, however, why ther it will 
be pos-ible really to carry out all these refoas. Clase distinetions 
have been as strove in Japan as anywhere else; the history of the 
country up to the establshment of the Tyeoounte pre-ents an almost 
uninterrupted series of civil wars; and recent: events have shown that 
even now such wars are not impossible, Ut is ditheult to believe, too, 
that the privilezed class which has hitherto clone disposed of the re. 
vennes of the provinces should give wp all tiese advantazes without 
resistance, and ou of sheer putriotic disinterestedness, Tt is true that 
an order from the Mikade is aliost mn garded as a@ message from Heaven ; 
but this has never prevented a prince from making war on the Gosern- 
ment under the pretext that the Mikado has fallen into the hands of his 
enemies. and is nota tree agent, On the other hand, it cannot be denied 
that the difienity of uniting the Japanese provinees under a central go- 
vernment would be much less than that of forming the German Empire 
has been. The princes were always neminully the Mikado’s vassals 5 they 
obtained their tides from him, and cousequently did not, as the German 
princes do, enjoy tho prestige of soverciguty, . 9... Several princes 
would be very contented with their new position, for they would be uble 
to live much more comfortably on their reduced incomes than they can 
now. as for the more powerful princes, such as Kanga and Mito, their 
clans are so split up into faction~ that no resistance is to be feared from 
them. The most formidable clans—those of Satsuma, Hizen, Tosa, 
and Tehiotchin—have for the time the whole power of the Government in 
their hands. . . . «But even if these grandces should not quarrel, 
and no material alteration were mude in their position, the central Go- 
vernment would still acquire an cuormous iacrease of power by the abo- 
lition of a crowd of small principalities.’ ‘The correspondent adds that 
the Government is about to open the fertile island of Jexso to foreign 
colonists, and that two Americans have been sent there to introduce the 
system of agriculture adopted in the United States.

MISSIONARIES IN CHINA IN 1820. 

The following curious extract from the Diario di Roma of 1822 is 

my from the London Literary Gazette, in which it was reprinted in 
823 :— 

‘*Gin-Song, the Sovereign of this great kingdom the Empire of An- 
nam (which includes provinces of Tonquin, Cochin-China, Chiampa, 
Camboja, and Loas-ur-Tac Tho, and contains 23,000,000 inhabitants) 
died in the beginning of 1820, in the seventieth year of his age. Dur- 
ing his reign of eighteen years he constantly protected the Catholic 
religion and esteemed the European missionaries, whom he honoured 
with his entire confidence. It was feared that after his death there 
would arise a persecution against this faith, because the Crown Prince 
some years ago seemed to be ill-inclined towards the missionaries, and 
even threatened to banish them all out of the kingdom as soon as he as- 
cended the Throne. But He who eways the hearts of Princes disposed 
otherwise in his infinite mercy. Gin Song, a short time before hig 
death, called the Prince to his sick bed, and gave him many counsels 
which he desired him to observe; among others, he most urgently 
exhorted him not to disturb in the least the professors of the Catho- 
lic religion, if he would not, like the tyrant Tau-Jou—who prohibited 
the exercise of the Catholic faith in this kingdom in 1793, and was 
soon after deposed and murdered—lose both his Throne and life. The 
new Sovercign, who calls himself Mink-Mauh and is thirty years uld, 
punctually followed this paternal advice. The Catholic religion is in 
the most flourishing condition in Tonquin as well as in Cochin-China, 
and several mandarins show themselves as well disposed to it asia the 
lifetime of the late Emperor. Mink-Mauh has signalised his accession, 
which happened exactly on the Tonquinese New Year (our 14th of 
February) also by other acts beneficial for his peopie—released them, 
by an edict issued that day, from all their debts to the Imperial 
Treasury ; diminished the taxea, which were very heavy under the 
Government of his father ; recalled exiles; and pardoned criminals 
sentenced to death and other prisoners.” 

THE POISONING OF THE CREW OF THE ‘ AUDAX.” 

With retcrence to the poisoning of the officers and crew of the 
American vessel Auduz, the Shipping and Mercantile Gazetle says :— 
We have no desire to magnify the importance of this cage, or, of course, 
in any way to distort the facts as they have reached us. But it comes 
to this, that in the Britist Port of Hong Kong a cororer’s jury have 
found that a murder by poisoning has been committed on board a 
merchant vessel lying there, aud, of course, if the jury are right, there 
was more than one victim aimed at by the assassin. It would seem 
that what happened on board the Avdax might occur to any vessel 
against the officers or crews of which a Chinese or Malay sailor might 
havea grudge, We are aware of the difficulty of meeting attempts at 
this peculiar species of as-assinition in the Chinese ports, but at Hong 
Kong there ought to be no such difficulty. The port and all its be- 
longings are subjected to British control and supervision, and there is, 
consequently, infinitely lees opportunity than there would be higher 
up the corst for the perpetration of such atrocities. The misfor:une 
in the present ease is, that althongh the coroner's jury have found a 
verdict of wilfal murcer, it is au open verdiet, and fixes on no one. 
In the Enst the criminal population are only impressed by exemplary 
punishment. Pad the prisoner Allee been viven in charge to a jury, 
and tried by British law, itis quite possible there might have been 
evidence sufficicnt to have ensured his conviction, As it is, though 


the offiver of an American ship in the British port of Hong Kong 
las met his death by foul means, the vietim of an attempt to murder the 





Whole ship's ¢ :umpany, the executive there cannot reach the murderer 
who, so far as appearances to the contrary, is at this moment at large, 
and nodoubt emboldened by impunity. This state of things is as- 
anredly not ealeulated to create confidence in the vigilance or astute- 
ness of the exccutive of Hong Kong. 

Diving APPARATUS FORTHE YancTsze.—We understand that Messrs 
Siebe and Gorman, the well-kuown submarine éngineers, are pre- 
paring a diving apparatus and other submariuve gear for use in the 
Yanzt-ze, where, it will be remembered, the treasure on board the 
Hamila Mitch ll was recovered by their patent diving apparatus, last 
year, The new work has ail the latest improvements attached ; the air 
pumps ure on an improved principle; two divers can work from the 
same pump; it is fitted with an indicator to denote the depth at which 
the diver is working; the cylinders are surrounded by a water apparatus 
to keep them cool, which is very necessary in a hot climate ; and with 
this apparatus a diver can work to the depth of 160 feet with the 
ereatest case; and by the use of the submarine electric light they 
ean see equally well in thick water or by night. Two experienced 
divers from Messra. Siebe und Gorman's establishment work the 
above apparatus, which is expeeted to be ready in a few weeks. 

Misstons In Moncouta.—The Rey, J.T. Gulick, missionary in North 
China, now in Awcrica. advocates the immediate establishment of a 
mii-sion to the Mongols. a population of frou 3 000,000 to 6,000.000, 
lying outside of and north trom China proper. Methodist mission- 
arics in China are looking in the same direction. I, N. Wheeler, 
Superintendent of Methodist Missions at Peking, dating at Kalyan, a 
city of 100,000 inhabitants, says: “I hope we will be reintorced in 
such numbers as soon to be able to set apart two men for the work in 
Mongolia and Manchuria. We must occupy this vast territory, for the 
door of entrance is wide open, The American Board have a station 
in Kalgan, and the brethren here are beginning to see the first fruits 
of their labours.” Seven native Chinese preachers will be admitted 
into the several conferences of the current conference year, among the 
Methodists in the United Statea; four have already been, and three 
more are to be, admitted—one each in the Vermout, Black River, and 
Baltimore Conferences.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampora, Nov. 14. 

New joint-stock companies are springing up all over Germany like 
mushrooms, absorbing so many millions of dollars that the wonder is where 
all the money comes from. Here, at Hamburg, no less than four such 
have been launched with great success since my last letter; they are 
the Anglo-German Bank of Hamburg, with a capital of five million 
thalers; the Brokers’ Bank, capital a million thalers, and two in- 
dustral undertakings—a Railway-carrisge Building Company, with a 
million thalers capital, and the Hamburg and South American Steam- 
ship Company, with a capital of a million and a quarter. The first 
named of these is chiefly formed for the purpose of facilitating finan- 
cial operations between Germany and the Par East, and Herr W. 
Nissen, a partner in the house of Messrs. Siemesen and Co., is one of 
the directors. The shares, which were issued at par, are thought so 
favourably of, that very large quantities daily change hands, and com- 
mand already s premium of 17 per cent. 

The King of Dénmark has appointed Herr H. A. Petersen to be 
Danish Consul at Amoy, and Herr H. Polano to be Danish Consul at 
Hiogo, in Jepan, vice Herr L. Polano, resigned.

There is a good consumptive business doing in Tea, with steady 
prices ; some 1,500 chests of Congou and Souchong were sold by im- 
porters. Cleaned rice is in great favour and higher; at first the im- 
provement was confined to low qualities, but it now extends to the finer 
descriptions.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpau, Noy. 16. 

The Minister of the Colonial Department, Mr. van Bosse, has laid 
before Parliament a most important Bill for providing Java with a rail- 
way net. He proposes the construction of the following lines by the 
State :—1. A line from the railway Batavia-Biutenzorg, in the direction 
of Gibaroessa and Gipadalurang,to Bandong. {2. From Djocjocarta, in the 
direction of Poerworedjo, Keboemen, and Banjoemaas, to Gilatjap. 3. 
From Pasarouan, in the direction of Gempol, Sido-ardjo, Alodjokerto, 
Poerwodadi, and Ngawi, and joining the Samarang-Principalities Rail- 
way. 4. From Sourabaya, in the direction of Sido-ardjo and Gempol, 
to Malang. The construction of these lines will commence at the same 
moment. It will be hereafter determined in which direction the coim- 
munication will be mude between Western and Certral Java. The cost 
of these lines, which comprise altogether a length of 712 kilometres, is 
valued at 49,900,000 florins. The cost per kilometro varies from 
f.60,000 to f.100,000, It is of the greatest urgency, the Minister says, 
that the means of communication in Java should be improved. 
They are requisite, not only for trade, but for defence. Last year 
Messrs. Kool and Henk«1 published an important report upon railways 
in Java, and proposed a system by which the lines should cut through the 
whole island from Bataviato Passarouan. The Minister, however, thought 
it necessary that this plan should be further examined, and a commis- 
sion was appointed, composcd of Messrs. Kool, Henkel, de Bordes, 
van Kappen, Mullemeister and d’Aulnis de Bourouill. The survey led 
to the conviction that it is necessary to construct a main line to cross 
Java from the east to the west, with branch lines to Sourabaya and 
Malang. From the centre of Java two routes were left for selection; 
the one to run along the southern coast, and is a contiuuation 
of the Samnarang Principulities line, crossing the residencics of Ba- 
gelen and Banjoemaas, and being in direct communication with Sa- 
marang, the other to continue the Samarang Princ pulities Railway, 
from Ambawa to Tijilatjap, crossing the residency of Kadoe and tho 
Most northern part of the residencies of Bagelin and Banjoemaas. ‘The 
first-named direction was preferred, the district which the latter would 
have to crosa being too mountainous. Tt was still moro difficult to 
select a district in the west to establish a communication between 
Eastern and Western Java. An cxamination held in 1864 in reference 
to the construction of a railway to the Preanger regencies, showed that in 
the West there were many difficulties to overcome, but in the eastern districts 
of these regencies the<e difficulties were still greatest. It was thought 
Possible to construct a railway from Bandong via Soemedang to the Plain 
of Cheribon, but the enzineers do not yet know the precise condition of 
the ground to be traversed, There was great difference of opinion about 
this point amongst the members of the Commission ; the majority pre- 


ferred a line via Preanger to Tjilatjup; the minority advocated tho con- | 


structian of one from Depok, via Tjibaroesfa through the residencies 
Krawang and Cheribon, Tagal, and Pekalongan to Samarang. Com- 
munication between Batavia and Bandong the latter said could be 
obtained by the construction of a line from Bandong to the plain of 
Cheribon, where this line could join the Batavia-Cheribon Railway. 
Where xo great a diversity of opinion prevailed, the Minister thought it 
desirable not to decide the question as to the communication between 
Western and Central Java, Whilst this matter is under consideration 
the communication between Batavia and Bandong approved of by the 
whole Commission can be established, 

The Minister would have preferred that these railways should have 
been constructed by private industry, but he feared that the capital 
could not be raised in view of the last financial disasters in Java and 
the difficulties experienced by the shareholders of the East India Rail- 
way Company. The Minister is of opinion that for the year 1872 a 
sum of two millions will be sufficient to cover the cost of surveying 
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and construction. He therefore asks a credit to that amount, and far- 
ther states that the whole sum wanted for the construction of these rail- 
ways exisis—as balances of former India budgets—in cash. He is, 
however, of opinion that instead of retaining this money only for the 
construction of the railways, there is no objection to the proposal to 
spend it on behalf of the mother country, and to raise loans as required 
for the railways, As I stated before, the cost of the lines projected by 
the Minister would be f.49,900,0Q0, whilst the expense of the railways 
advocated by the majority of the commission would be .73,225,000, 
and those of the minority f.86,275,000. 

The members of the Second Chamber have finished their general 
discussions upon the Budget for 1872. I told you that much acrimony 
was displayed {n the documents which were exchanged betwcen the 
Ministry and the Chamber. Of course every one thought that this 
would be perceptible in the debate, but such was not the case. The 
President had even much trouble to find speakers—I do not say orators. 
The only fact worth notice is the demand of Mr. Jonckhloet to the 
Minister of the War Department to disclose his plans for the reorgani+ 
sation of the army, to which Mr. Thorbecke, after many endeavours to re- 
traite, replied that the Minister of War will give an explanation before 
the members deal with his Budget, in which he now asks f.200,000 less 
than at first. The new Budyet is now under examination in the sec- 
tions. His policy is generally condemned, even by the Liberal press, 
and I should much wonder if his Budget is carried. I think the 
Chamber will compel him to resign, and he can then once more fill the 
place of director of the Military Academy at Breda, which he left vacant, 
perhaps in view of such a catastrophe. This Minister has also made a 
very bad impression by a Bill which he laid before the Members of 
Purliament, to alter the law of 1851, concerning the appointment and 
resignation of military officers. ‘The measure proposes, however, to 
abolish the penalties to which officers are subjected who marry without 
the consent cf his Majesty. Mr. Dumbar has proposed an amendment 
to decrease the Budget of Foreign Affuirs by f.8,000, which amount was 
asked for by the Minister for the Ambassador at the Papal Court, 

At last a Royal commissary for the province of South Holland is de- 
finitively appointed. As it was anticipated, it is Mr. C. Fock, the 
former Home Minister, who is selected to fill the place of Mr. Loudon. 

The Socicty to Promote the Welfare of the Javanese, will publish a bi- 
monthly paper. 

His Majesty has approved the appointment of Mr. H. Schellenbaum, 
as Consul at Batavia for Switzerland. 

The vessel Noach J. is chartered to conycy troops from Holland to 
Batavia. 

Her Majesty will return to-morrow from her trip to Italy.

Good ordinary 
Malang sells at 41c. Sales of the following small shipments of private 
importation have been closed, viz., 410 bags Java, W. I. cured, and 106 
bags ditto, ex Robertus Hendrikus, 2,000 bags Java, ex the same vessel, 
at 46c.; 980 b. Macaasar, ex Batavia; 1,667 b. Conshin, ex Constance ;

LITERATURE. 


Adaw’s Peuwk—Legendary, Traditional, and Historic Notices of 
the Samanala and Sri-pada. By William Skeen. London: EK. 
Stanford.—The title of this work is in itsclf a full explanation of 
its contents. Adam’s Peak and the impression of a gigantic foot - 
step, which is venerated by Buddhists, Hindus, and Mohamme- 
dans as being that of Buddha, have frequently been referred to 
in records of travel in the East, but we believe this is the first 
time that a complete work has been devoted to the subject. 
author, after an introductory chapter or two on the three religions, 
Buddhism, Mohammedanism, and the Hindu faith, proceeds to 
detail in picturesque language and pleasing style the events of 
a pilgrimage to the holy mountain made by himself and three 
companions. The shrine which encloses the “ Shri-pada,” and 
the sacred foot-print itself are thus described :— 

The ;pinnacle or apex of the Peak is of an irregular pyramidal form, 
considerably steeper to the south and west than to the north and east. 
Its base is about one hundred and twenty feet in circumference, its 
greatest length being about forty, and its breadth about thirty feet. 
The Temple is a small quadrangular building, twelve feet by t n, and is, 
io fact, uething more than a tiled canopy supported on pillars, between 
each of which is a small balustrade, neither the one nor the other at all 
improved by being carved over with the names and initials of visitors 
and pilgrims. The roof was ceiled with white cloth, and similar cloths 
were stretched between some of the pillars. 


The author continues, with reference to the actual object of 
veneration :— 


The indentation of the footprint is to the west of the centre of the 
interior. The heel is much higher than the toes, and the artificiality of 
the whole is palpable. A thick raised edging of cement marks the rade 
outline of a foot, five feet seven inches long and two feet seven inches 
broad at the point where the heel begins to curve. The intersticcs 
between the toes are also formed of cement, and the whole of the mark- 
ing~ of the foot every now and then need repair. The inner portion of 
the heel and instep are the only parts that are clearly natural rock. 
But, as there are none so blind as those who will not see, the marks 
of the artificer’s hands are invisible to the thousands who come 
to worship the venerated relic. It was pointed out to 
an attendant priest by a visitor some years ago that as there is a 
hollow under the instep cf a man’s foot so there should be a correspond- 
ing height in any impression made by that member of the body upon 
apy yielding uon-elastic substance ; and that in 4 foot sixty-seven inches 
long there should be a proportionate rise in the centre of the footmark 
which is not the cnse in the Sri-pada. The priest admitted that ordi- 
narily it should be so; but that the ascent to the top of the peak was in 
places over soft and sticky soil, and that the hollow of Buddha's foot 
had been clogged with mud or clay as he came up, 80 that such a rise 
could not be shown when the yielding rock was moulded by the pedal 
pressure of the All-Supreme. 

Extracts of equal interest with the foregoing could be multi- 
plied ad infinitum, but that the limits of our space forbid. In 
conclusion, we may remark that what may be termed the narra- 
tive portion of the work is supplemented by copious notes and 
appendices referring to the early history of the religions the 
members of which regard the Peak as a hallowed spot. These 
are of immense value to the historian and antiquarian, and prove 
that the author is no idle member of the Royal Asiatic Society. 
The volume is embellished with a map showing the route to the 
Peak from the adjacent country, and by several wood-cuts of in- 
teresting objects encountered by Mr. Skeen in the course of his 
pilgrimage. 

Mountain Life and Coffee Cultivation in Ceylon. A poem, by 
William Skeen. London: Ed. Stamford.—If Mr. Skeen can 
calmly take up this volume and review a single page of it with 
satisfaction, we can only say that he sarees & very enviable 
temper. More arrant nonsense has seldom been “ penned” (as 
the author very accurately describes his writing) than the follow- 
ing random extract from this “ poem” about Coffee, Capital, 
a and Cash, in which there is nothing capital except 
the C.’s :-— 


Estates, plantations, side by side 
Absorb the District's domain wide. 
Commerce on all hath laid her hand, 
Hath under tribute brought the land; 
Hath Capital invested; traced 

Her boundaries ; her agents placed ; 
Imported labour ; built abodes ; 
Erected stores ; constructed roads ; 
And seek by skilled sciential (!) aid 
Profits, returns, for Cash outlaid. 
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Inconceivable as it may appear, the whole volume abounds in 
nonsense of this sort. But we must confess to having been con- 
siderably amused by it, and, moreover, we also admit that its pub- 
lication must have done more good than harm if it has, as the 
author tells us, “served the useful purpose of helping to train up 
some lads” in the Government Printing-office. We hope their 
experience will be exercised to more purpose for the future ; and 
in order that our own printers may be better employed than in 
reproducing such twaddle, we will resist the temptation of pillory- 
ing any more of Mr. Skeen’s verses, and “ peaceful as any sleeping 
bear ” (sic., see page 157), lay down his book. 


The third number of Puck is very welcome, and reflects the 
highest credit on the taste and judgment of its conductors. It is, 
moreover, exceedingly witty and well illustrated. We cannot 
resist the temptation to transfer the following neat bit of ironical 
truth to our pages :—

Scraps of Knowledge. By Janet Byrne. Cassell, Petter, and 
Galpin, London.—This is one of the most charming books w 
have seen for young children, and throughout admirably sustain® 
the intention of the author. While entertaining the young mind, 
to convey to it knowledge adapted to its first awakening powers 
ie to confer a boon on both the teacher and the taught. To meet 
judiciously the wonder-waking inquiries, and natural opening 
intelligence of the first seven years of the human mind is neither 
an easy nor a light task, and to gratify and instruct at one and 
the same time is to accomplish a good thing. Variety is the 
leading feature of this little wurk, and what with the description 
of things “ Near Home” and “ Far Off,” and very attractive il- 
lustrations and exterior, it has only to be known to become a 
favourite. 


Eastern Experiences. By L. Bowring, C.S.1., late Chief Com- 
missioner of Mysore and Coorg. London, H. 8. King and Co.— 
This handsome volume contains a series of sketches of two pro- 
vinces which are little understood by the general public, and 
with which Mr. Bowring’s personal experience gave him peculiar 
opportunities of making himself acquainted. The information 
which Mr. Bowring collected in the course of several tours he 
communicates ina light, unaffected, but interesting manner. The 
book is, therefore, very agreeable reading, and, being illustrated 
by some valuable maps and diagrams, has the advantage of im- 
pressing its inforination on the reader’s memory. 


Western India Before and During the Mutinies. By Major- 
General Sir George Le Grand Jacob, K.C.8.I., C.B., late Special 
Political Commissioner, Southern Mabratta Country, d&c. London: 
H. 8. King and Co.—This is more than an interesting book—it is 
an enthralling one. Weare unable to do justice to its contents 
this week, but we shall return to it ina future issue. In the 
meantime the high reputation of General Jacob, as well as the 
honoured name he beara, will no doubt induce many readers to 
peruse the ‘partial record of a trying public life” which, in 
touching terms, the “ blind and infirm old man’’ who dictated it 
inscribes to his niece and adopted daughter. 


The European in India ; or, Anglo-Indian’s Vade Mecum. By 
E. C. P. Hall; to which is added A Medical Guide for Anglo- 
Indians. By R.8. Mair, M.D., late Deputy Coroner of Madras. 
London: H. 8. King and Co.—This is a useful volume, which no 
doubt contains a great deal of information which will be very ac- 
ceptable to persons who may be thinking of going to India for the 
first time. “ Anglo-Indians” will, we fancy, not be able to learn 
much from the book before us, seeing that two-thirds of them 
know nearly all that it contains, and wou!d hardly accept some 
part of its contents except cum grano salis. 


The People’s Magazine still exhibits all the elements which con- 
stitute a “ popular” periodical in the widest sense of the word. 
A list of contents embracing a more extensive range of subjects 
than those treated in the number for the present month would be 
difficult to compile.

PROPOSED, TELEGRAPHS ON THE PACIFIC TO 
JAPAN AND CHINA. 

Mr. Cyrus Fie .p, the eminent telegraphic engineer, has 
put forward a scheme for a new line of communication fo 
China, which, as our readers know, is already provided for 
by two lines. We are unable to agree with Mr. Freup in- 
thinking that there is room for a triplicate service in this 
direction ; pevertheless, we have pleasure in giving publicity 
ta his present proposition. According to Mr. Frenp’s idea, 
“the ‘missing link’ in the chain of telegraphic intereom- 
“munication ‘ie & line from Victoria, the capitak of Van- 
“ oouver's Island, to Hakodadi, in Japan, and from thence to 
“the Russian naval station on the coast of Asia, where, 
“across the steppes of Siberia, the telegraphic wire penetrates 
“to Siberia, and is united with every part of the great 
“ European system.” The new line, which is estimated at 
4,370 mileg, ig to touch at Atcha, one of the Aleutian 
Islands. A second route is also projected by Mr. FIexp, 
only differing from the former in its progress from Yokohama 
to Shanghai, a further distance of 1,010 miles. A third 
oute starts from San Francisco, through the North Pacific, 
to Yokohama—a total distance of 5,573 miles. All these 
three schemes are calculated to terminate at Possiette, 1,480 
miles from Yokohama. It is understood that the Russian 
and American Governments take a warm interest in Mr. 
Frepp’s proposition ; and it is also said to be in contempla- 
tion to lay a cable between Honolulu and the Australian 
colonies, thus establishing direct intercourse between Mel- 
bourne and San Francisco. This line would require about 
8,000 nautical miles of cable. Sydney, Melbourne, and 
Adelaide are ign connection with Port Darwin, from which 
port a submarine cable is now being laid to Java, to connect 
with the Indian lines through to London.

THE HONG KONG LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

THE second reading of the Hong Kong Estimates—which 
we gave approximately in a recent issue, and which, now that 
the exact figures are before us, we republish in another 
column—was, we regret to observe, made the occasion of 
guch a prolonged dispute—for it did not deserve the name of 
debate—as can hardly raise the reputation of the Legislative 
Council. The revenue and expenditure of Hong Kong are 
matters of far too serious interest for their discussion to be 
interrupted by the merely personal altercations of two mem- 
bers, both of whom are responsible for them, more or less, 
and to different parties. But the discussion of the 22nd 
September appears to have been conducted with such acri- 
mony, such petty feeling, such trumpery retorts, and such 
contemptible triumphs, in the long passage of words, in which 
Mr. Garpingr Austin, the Colonial Secretary, Mr. Ryrim, 
and Mr. Sar, were the principal combatants, that six 
columns of the China Mail are filled with this kind of snip- 
snap without any other result than the passing of several 
items with but slight modification—an amount of work which 
might easily have been reported in half a column, if the hon. 
members above referred to had laid aside personal feeling for 
the time, for the sake of expediting public business and 
toaintaining the dignity of the Counoil ; or if the Editor of

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the China Mail had not reproduced it with euch terrible 
accuracy. We must, however, expostulate with our contem- 
porary on the part of those whose duty it is to look 
through his columns in the hope of finding something 
interesting. Such a mass of platitudes and personalities as 
are reported verbatim (even down to Mr. Smitn’s “ warmth” 
and ejaculations, and the CoLontaL SECRETARY'S unconscious 
reflection that “Certain persons woald choose to make 
remarks about things which they did not understand”) is 
as tiresome in itself in a journal like the China fat? as it 
is provoking to those who expect something better. We 
trust that such unseemly squabbles as the one under notice 
will not be repeated—in fact, we are surprised that the 
LizvTENaNt-GovERNoR did not interpose his authority and 
put an end to it; but, if such rcenes are to be repeated, we 
beg our contemporary to spare us the inflictionof a full report. 
It would be far more considerate in him to take the course 
mildly suggested by his ExcetLency when, in the course of 
the dispute, he said to the heated members of Council, “ If 
you please, we'll drop the subject.” 











* OPIUM AND MISSIONARIES.” 

Even if they cannot expect to establish a standpoint, it is 
reckoned a great success, by shallow arguers all the world 
over, to give utterance to a plausible excuse for an unreason- 
able proceeding. These people know perfectly well that the 
plausible sophisms they enunciate would never obtain even 
momentary attention, unless they were “dressed with the 
forms of rhetoric.” The very provocation of their impu- 
dence puts the sincere part of the community to a kind of 
defence, which is very pardonable under the circumstances, 
but which appears, notwithstanding, sometimes very ill-judged. 
It is utterly beneath the dignity of the ministers of re- 
vealed religion to admit that they, or their converts, have any 
share or part in representing a people whose creed it is to 
combine the explanation of the True Faith with the traffic 
in injurious drugs. No true-hearted or “ thorough ” mis- 
sionary ever defended the opium trade with China; and 
therefore the strange allegation contained in Sir RurHERFORD 
Atcock’s evidence before the Seleot Committee on Indian 
Finance falls to the ground. It is well, however, that we 
should be aware of the pitfalls that are opened before us, 
concealed by false allies and exaggerated by unreal friends ; 
and we therefore draw particular attention to Sir Rurugr- 
ForD ALcocg’s statement that Prince Kune said to him—“ If 
“you could only relieve us of missionaries and opium, there 
“ need be no more trouble in China.” 

What Sir Ruraerrorp ALcock said in reply to this extra- 
ordinary speech, or whether he replied to it at all, are matters 
of which we have no information. As we read the anecdote, 
it seems that Prince Kune “shook Sir RurHEeRFoRD’s hand 
very cordially” while giving utterance to thig parting bit 
of spasmodic antithetical insult to Her Masgsry’s representa- 
tive. Whether Sir RurHERForD ALcock returned the cordial 
shake of the hand which accompanied this outrage on diplo- 
matic decency lies between that gentleman and his conscience. 
That he did not return the decisive reply that he ought to 
have given—so as to contradict once for all and finally the 
tentative tactics of the astute Chinese—we fear we must take 
for granted, inasmuch as it is scarcely possible for an English 
minister to report an affront on his Government without also 
reporting his instant repudiation of it in unmeasured terme— 
if he had supported the honour of the British Crown by any 
such prompt rejoinder as the case demanded. 

Sir RurHerrorp ALcock must know perfectly well that it 
is not in his power—it is not even in the power of his Im- 
perial mistress—to withdraw either opium or missionaries 
from China, or any other foreign country where they have long 
been welcomed by the people, and protected by treaty. It 
was not therefore in listening to the proposition that Sir 
RUTHERFORD made his most false step ; it was in submitting 
to a comparison, obviously designed in a spirit of ribaldry, 
being poured into his ear by a personage who was “ shaking 
his hand cordially ” at the very time he uttered it. Such a 
proceeding “ tops the infinite of insult ;” and we cannot but 
admire the complacency with which Sir RurHeRForRD ALCOCK 
records his acquiescence in it. It would do Sir Rurugr- 
FoRD good to read the life of Sir Watter Raters, 
and other such men as have worthily represented their 
Government before despotic and presumptuous Powers. 
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As for his foolish remark that “it would be dffiicult 
“to say which the Chinese hate most—missionaries or 
“ opium”—it strikes us as being a complete reversal of the 
truth. “Which do the Chinese love most?” would be a far 
apter question. Not only do they not relax in their con- 
sumption of our Indian drug, but they are growing it for 
themselves on a larger and larger scale every year. And not 
only are the people joining the ranks of our converts in 
greater numbers every year, but their native missionaries in- 
crease in even greater proportion than the converts. It isa 
natural law that every one is anxious to preach the truth of 
which he has become persuaded. To borrow one of the great 
Lord Datxovste’s phrases, “itis as certain as that the sun rises 
in the East” that the English missionary cause in China will 
flourish, in exact proportion as the English opium trade loses 
its importance. Both events are mere matters of calculation 
of time ; it is the comparison of them which is offensive ; 
and the listening to such a comparison, with his hand locked 
in that of his insulter, is an adventure for which Sir Roraer- 
yYorD ALCooK would not have escaped censure if the PaLMER- 
g70n Government, and not the Guapstong Ministry, had been 
in office at the time. 





THE DUTCH TRADING COMPANY. 

By a very large majority the shareholders of the Dutch 
Trading Company have decided that the association, expiring 
in 1874, shall be continued for anovher term of twenty-five 
years. This result was anticipated, notwithstanding the 
fact that the “Consignment Contract” between the Dutch 
Government and the Company will shortly be annulled. 
By this contract the Government is bound, until December, 
1874, to send no produce from Java to Holland for 
sale, except through the agency of the Company. The 
system now in vogue is, however, to sell large quantities 
of Java produce in the oolony, so that, even should 
this contract be renewed, the revenue to the Company 
would never again reach the amount of past yeara. 
The Company has realised under this contract one million 
and a-third guilders per annum, which covered not only 
logses resulting from its private business, but left a favourable 
balance available for an annual dividend. “Can any such re- 
sult be obtained in future 7” is now the question, It is quite 
true that it is of great value to Holland to havea large asso- 
ciated capital available for business purposes, which if the 
company should break up would probably be invested in other 
obannels, the Dutch being averse to placing their money io 
commercial enterprises. And as regards the Dutch colonies 
it is of great importance that a large capital which has been 
employed in promoting their commercial and agricultural en- 
terprises should not be diverted from that object. 

t having been decided to continue operations under the 
new order of things, it remains to be seen what are the 
prospects of success. Many among our readers will remem- 
ber Apam Smiru’s recapitulation of the qualifications which 
are necessary to ensure success in mercantile pursuits. ‘To 
buy in one market,” says this authority, “in order to sell 
“ with profit in another, when there are many competitore 
“in both ; to watoh over not only the occasional variations 
“in the demand, but the much greater and more freqnent 
“ variations in the competition, or in the supply which that 
“ demand is likely to get from other people, and to suit with 
“ dexterity and judgment both the quantity and the quality of 
“ each assortment of goods in all these circumstances, is a 
“ speciea of warfare of which the operations are continually 
“ changing.” This warfare can scarcely ever be conducted 
successfully without such an unremitting exertion of vigilance 
and attention as cannot be expected from the directors of a 
joint-stock company. So much is certain, that hitherto this 
company has never been very lucky in private business, and 
we fear that with the lapse of the Government contract the 
days of high dividends have departed. 


W3 tegret to find by the late telegrams that something like 
& panie prevails in the Share market in Shanghai. We hope, 
however, that its effects will be confined to some concerns 
which have nothing in common with the legitimate business 
of the settlement, and that the present occurrence will lead the 
heads of mercantile houser to take steps to put down theae 
unnecessary speculations before they assume auch dimen- 
sions as brought on the great crash in Bombay a few years ago. 
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Ws are glad to observe the public spirit and unanimity 
which characterised the meeting at Hong Kong (reported b 
last mail) in order to strengthen the hands of the Hon. P. 
Ryriz in his spirited endeavour to reform the police. The 
condition of this force has long been a reproach to the set- 
tlement, and the inactivity of the local Government has been 
only equalled by its insulting indifference in the fade of re- 
peated remonstrances, Notwithstanding all the representa- 
tions made from time to time, the evils have gone on in- 
creasing. In such a state of confusion between an ill-regulated 
police and an insouciant Executive, matters must have come 
to a dead lock but for the publio spirit of Mr. Ryarg and his 
friends, who have shown by their memorial that they will not 
allow the Government or the officials to blink the question 
any longer. We understand that Mr. Maantac, M.P., is in 
correspondence with the Colonial-office on the subject, but, 
owing to the absence of Lord Kimperuey from town, the 
matter must stand over for a fortnight. 


Our Rotterdam correspondent sends us the details of a 
proposed railway system for Java, which will, if carried out, 
provide every part of the island with this means of com- 
munication. A measure now before the Dutch Chambers 
shows that a credit of nearly 50,000,000 florins is required 
for the construotion of the several lines, which it is intended 
to carry out entirely at the expense of tho State. , 





THE DETERIORATION OF JAPAN SILK. 

A second psmphlet has been issued, in continuation of Mr. Robert- 
son’s report on this subject, noticed in our last issue. The present 
publication consists of despatches from Mr. Adims, H.M.’s Secretary 
of Legation at Yedo, and some enclogureg, of which the following is 
asummary. Under date June 12 of this year, Mr. Adams wrote to 
Lord Granville, enclosing the Report of the Yokohama Chamber of 
Commerce of the previous April, which designated ag one of the cauges 
of the growing deterioration of Japanese silk, the excssive export of 
silkworms’ eggs; it also enumerated other causes, such as bad and 
hasty reeling, reeling too fine, reeling foul silk and silk from double 
cocoons, &c., and proposed a series of recommendations which should 
be adopted by the native reelers and silk-dealers, in order to restore 
the quality of the silk to its former excellence. The Report stateg 
that it is beyond question that the congumption of fine Japan silk by 
the European manufacturers has been gradually decreasing for the 
last two or three years, but specially for the last eight or ten months 
past, and is now unable to keep pace with the shipments from this 
side or with the production in the country. Therefore the stocks in 
London and other places in Europe are becoming very heavy, and 
exporters will suffer serious losses.’ The late war in Europe h3s had 
but little to do with {t. It is true that the consumption of silk was 
considerably checked in France, but qn the other hand jt became, 
during the war, far more active in England, Switzerlaad, and Pruasia 
than it had been previously. 

The silk buyers of Yokohama, in public meeting assembled, resolved 
on making one more effort to draw the serious attention of the native 
reelers and traders to the absolute necessity of mendidg their Ways, 
They warn them that unlegs the above recommendations are earaestly 
carried into effect, the markets of Europe will soon be shut ag@inat, 
them ; less and less Japan Silk will be shipped to foreign parts, and that 
trade, which ought to be a source of profit and wealth to the Japanese 
as well as to the foreigners, will gradually come to ruin aud extinccion, 

On the 8th May last a letter appeared in L’Hcho du Japon, signed 
by M. Gravier, in which the writer demurs to the Report of the 
Chamber, and says that its own circulars show that in 1867-68 these 
silks rose from $780 to $800, the opening prices, to $955; in 1868-69 
from $770 to $850 to $1,070; in 1869-70 from $795 to $820; io 
1870-71 the opening price was from $800 to $850. Here we have 
figures which show that there has been an increase of price each year, 
and this, after tha most unqualified recognition that each year the 
silk has become worse. 

On the 12th June Mr. Adams sent to Lord Granville a copy of a 
letter from Mr. Jaquemot to Mr. Marshall, describing the practices by 
which good hank silk is cased and adalterated by the introduction of 
silk obtained from double cocoons. ‘l'his néfatioua practice bég4n, of 
at least was first noticed, about five or six years ago at Hachojf. ° The 
coarse silk from that district, originally made up in’ bundles (shimada 
ito), bad enjoyed great favour on the European markets, on account 
of its generally clean and wiry nature. But on a sudden it was 
found that the inside of many of the skeina was cased with a foul 
and extremely inferior description of silk, viz., dofpione (tama ito), 
whereas the outside of the skeins continued to present the game 
clean appearance. The casing of the silk was effected in so ingenious 
a manner, that it was only by cutting up the bundles, by taking them 
to pieces, and turning the skeins inside out that the fraud could 
be diecuvered. Before the evil was found out here by the unsuspect- 
ing or inattentive buyers, it increased to such an extent, that the 
ednsomers in Kurope ddéclined ‘tb buy any' more of that’ kind of silk, 
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and it has in consequence eeased to be exported. A similar thing has 
occurred with the silk from Ida, which at one time was in great re- 
quest, and used to fetch fancy prices in England for the Nottingham 
lace manufacturers. The silk was originally made up in square 
bundles bound up extremely tight, which rendered it very difficult 
for the buyer to inspect the silk thoroughly, unless by cutting the 
bundles open, whereby its appearance was much impaired. The 
Japanese dealers, taking advantage of this circumstance, introduced 
gradually into the interior of the bundles other kinds of silk of so 
inferior a nature that, in the courec of three or four years, it be- 
came impossible to sell that article in Europe in its original shape. 
In an education of silkworms there is always a greater or Jess quantity 
of the worms which at the time of forming the cocoons find them- 
selves too weak or too lazy to spin single-handed; under these cir- 
cumstances two or sometimes three worms unite their efforts and spin 
together a cocoon which ‘contains the chrysalides, and in the regular 
course of things two or three moths come out of the cocoon. These 
cocoons are generally in the shape of an irregular ball, hence their 
Japanese name, tama; but they are occasionally of all imaginable 
shapes, even that of a pyramid. But cocoons formed \under such an 
association present a considerable difficulty in reeling. The threads 
spun by the associates are so interwoven together that it has been 
found hitherto impossible to reel them off into a clean and even 
thread. The silk made with double cocoons can only be used in 
Europe for inferior purposes, as sewing silk, ‘‘ passementerie,” gal- 
loons, or such like, and is totally unfit for the use of ribbon, satin, 
taffetas, or other broad goods manufactures. 

It is hardly necessary to state that Mr. Jaquemot is a very high 
authority on this subject, having been for thirty.one years a dealer in 
silk only, during all which time he testifies to the considerable and 
gradual improvement in the produce of all countries in which silk is 
grown. Greece, Turkey, Syria, Asia Minor, Persia, and India have 
all made wonderful progress, and gather yearly the fraits of their in- 
dustry and perseverance in the enhanced rates of their produce on the 
European markets. Even China, which is proverbially stationary, and 
consequentiy retrograde, has understood that it will not do to lag 
bebind the age, and has made within the last two or three years efforts 
which have been justly rewarded by the demand which most kinds of 
silk from that quarter enjoy now in Rurope. On the contrary, Japan 


has gone back every year, and the fault lies solely and entirely at the ; 


door of the Japanese reelers. 


THE “SHAN-SIN-FAN” TROUBLES, 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1r,—By last accounts the Shan-sin-fan excitement was gra- 
dually subsiding, and the apologists of the Chinese Government 
are praising the ‘‘good conduct” of the mandarins. But the ra- 
pidity with which these demonstrations have subsided on the ap- 
pearance of a few gentle proclamations is really one of the many 
proofs of the fact that the whole affair was encouraged, if not 
originated, by the mandarins and /iterati. As the facts are scat- 
tered through several numbers of the Telegraph, I have thought 
it might be well to bring several of them togethe- for mutual 
corroboration. The name Shan-sin-fan, I may remark in passing, 
is the Canton sound and spelling for the mandarin Shén-sien-fen, 
or “ Powder of Spirits and Genii.” 

The object of those who ~aised or fomented the excitement does 
not seem to have been any immediate outbreak (the time not 
being ripe for that) but these three aims. 1. To verify the warn- 
ings or threats of the famous “Circular,” by making it appear 
that the people were hostile to foreign intercourse, so as to 
strengthen the arguments for restricting the liberty of merchants, 
missionaries, and travellers in the interior, by the pretence that 
the people were hard to restrain from “flying at the throats ” of 
the outsiders, as Zhe Times has it. 2. To exhibit the wonderful 
“loyalty” of the Chinese Government (to borrow again a fitting 
word from The Times), so as to throw dust in the eyes of the 
Western statesmen and the press. 3. To sow the seeds of hatred 
among the people, the dragon’s teeth that in due time might 
yaa a harvest of armed men ready for deeds of cruelty and 

lood. In some places the wires have been pulled very skil- 
fully. But at ee our svi-disant protectors have shown 
their hand more freely. At first the Canton rumours and placards 
excited comparatively little attention there; and the cause of 
the great excitement at Amoy was the first proclamation of the 
Hai-fang, which endorsed the rumours of poisoning, and by care- 
fully avoiding any exculpation of foreigners, made the people be- 
lieve that foreigners were guilty, as commonly reported. It was that 
proclamation which made the people afraid to enter the Hongs of 
the British merchants. And the “loyal” mandarins never moved 
a finger to allay the excitement till the United States Consul held 
out the idea that an American force might be needed. This was 
the cause of the second Amoy proclamation, the one which in 
ee exculpated foreigners, and which was but scantily 

sted up. 
Pr Mesitiné the first Amoy proclamation had borne its fruit in 
the Foo city of Chin-chew, crowded with literati, which was im- 
mediately full of placards, some of which were even printed with 
the printer's name. And there ten or eleven days elapsed after 
the mandarins were applied to before they issued a proclamation. 

But the proclamations and execution at Chang-chew-foo crown 
the edifice. A poor sick beggar procures some medicine, and 
gees to a well to get a little water to mix with it. Some one, 

aving heard the rumours from Amoy, raises the cry that he is 
poisoning the well ; the people beat him, but on listening to his 
story they desist, and are letting him off (mark this, the people 
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see the absurdity of the calumny) ; but one of the Uterati, Ch'en 
Hia (in colloquial Tan Ha), a head man in the neighbourhood, 
insists that he be dragged before a mandarin. On the way he is told 
to say that he got poison from foreigners, and all would be well. 
Sick, beaten, terrified, he says what he is told, and is immediately 
condemned. Sent to the superior mandarin, and awakened to his 
danger, he retracts, and tells the simple truth. Sent back to the 
original mandarin, and beaten half dead, he is forced to make an 
incoherent confession, full of absurdities. But enough—he has 
said that he was sent by foreigners to poison the wells, and he is 
speedily executed. Dead men tell no tales—and his blood 
attests the crimes of the barbarians. And the civil and 
military authorities of Chang-chew-foo issue a series of pro- 
clamations, reciting the beggar’s confession, stating that it 
agrees with their own inquiries, proclaiming that he and three 
others were sent by the Macao merchants (or as the manda- 
rin calls us “the devils”) to poison the wells all through the 
country, telling the people to abstain from well water, to clean 
out and guard the wells, and to apply to the authorities for anti- 
dotes. And this with great energy over and over. Not a single 
word about rebels or sacret societies, or missionaries or chapels, 
or religion, in the whole affair; but all about foreign merchants 
poisoning wells, and a man beheaded on this rag © (which re- 
quires the consent of the highest mandarins in the city), and 
published far and wide by the authority of the civil and military 
officials. 

Is it possible to conceive that these mandarins could have 
acted thus, unless they had well known that their superiors, up 
to the very steps of the throne, would be pleased to have the 
people excited against foreigners by such horrible charges? Very 
probably the superiors are not at all pleased at the awkward open 
way that the Changchow mandarins have carried out the plan ; 
but even if they should censure or punish them, it is impossible 
now to wipe out the fact, written with the blood of that poor 
beggar and attested by the seals of the Changchow mandarins, 
that the men who misgovern China delight to brand the barbarians 
with the awful name of secret poisoners.—Yours truly,

Monetary and Commercial, 
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A general meeting of the China Submarine Telegraph Company 
will be held on the 22nd inst., when the following report of the 
directors will be presented :— 


‘The directors submit the balance-sheet of the company on the 30th 
of September, 1871, showing receipts and payments on account of ca- 
pital. The amounts received and paid on account of revenue, being un- 
adjusted, are included in balances due by the company. The share 
capital issued to the public has been called up and fully paid. This 
company’s cable was successfully laid to Hong Kong, and opened for 
traffic on the 8th June last. On account of the state of affuirs in France 
it was not possible to urrange with the Government at that time any 
conditions for effecting a landing at Saigon, and the cable was, in the 
first instance, laid direct to Hong Kong. Subsequently, the French 
Government applied to this company to form an office at Saigon ; the 
terms proposed by the directors, of entire freedom of action, being 
agreed to, the connection was made on the 3Ist July, 1871. The cable 
between Hong Kong. and Shanghai was laid by the Great Northern 
China and Japan Extension Company on the 18th April last under the 
terms of the agreement entered into with this company, the working of 
which has proved satisfactory. An arrangement has been made with 
the British-Indian Extension Telegraph Company for the juiat pur- 
chase of the steam ship Agnes, which is fully fitted as a cable ship. 
The purchase has been completed for the sum of £19,300, of which this 
company’s share has been paid by the issue of debentures to the amount 
of £9,600, bearing interest at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum. 

‘¢From the opening of the line, in June last, the gross receipts of 
the company up to the 4th November amount to £26,895, and the esti- 
mated expenses to £6,550. The directors therefore auticipate that they 
will be able, on the Ist January next, to declare an interitn dividend of 
6 per cent. per annum, free of income-tax, for the half-year terminating 
on that date. The carly completion of the Australian line gives promiso 
of a further increase of traffic. The directors have to announce the re- 
signation of his seat at their board of Mr. H. N. Lay. They do not, 
however, for the present, propose to fill up the vacancy thus occa- 
sioned.”” 

The report of the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta Telegraph 
Company (Limited), to be presented on the 23rd inst., recom- 
mends a dividend for the half-year at the rate of 7 per cent. per 
annum, which will absorb £23,576, and leave £8,897 to be carried 
to reserve. 


The report of the British Indian Submarine Telegraph Com- 
pany (Limited), to be presented on the 24th inst., shows an avail- 
able total of £44,823, and recommends a dividend for the half- 
year of 6s. per share, which will absorb £35,625, and, with 
Pads balance from the last account, leave £10,777 to be carried 
forward. 


The report of the West India and Panama Telegraph Company 
is more interesting than such documents usually are. After de- 
tailing their failures the directors state that they accidentally dis- 
covered that Sir Charles Bright, their advising engineer, had been 
engaged as sub-contractor for the laying of their cables, and that 
this enhanced their difficulties. I¢ is quite evident that the 
directors liave attempted here to make Sir Charles the stapegoat } 





but there are generally two sides to a question, and we under- 
stand that Sir Charles repudiates entirely this and other state- 
ments in the report. It seems that the quarrel of the directors 
was with the India Rubber, Gutta Percha, and Telegraph Works 
Company, and that the directurs had really terminated their en- 
gagement with Sir Charles on the completion of the manufacture 
of the cable. If Sir Charles Bright has failed in his engagement 
with the company, either professionally or otherwise, the directors 
are entitled to complain, and can obtain redress, but they are not 
entitled to throw out such serious aspersions on his conduct. 

Bar Silver remains as last quoted ; considerable amounts have 
been purchased during the week for India, and fine qualities, 
suitable for the Kast, have been taken to some extent at 61d. per 
oz, standard. Mexican Dollars, amounting to about £230,000 in 
value, have been sold at an increased rate, the old coinage realising 
61d. per oz, the new 593d. per oz.; the demand for China has 
been very active, and the supply of the old coinage is almost ex- 
hausted. é 

The London agents to the South Italian Railway (Messrs 
Lebeau and Co.) issue a time-table of a new route to Brindis; 
through the Mont Cenis Tunnel, by which passengers leaving 
London on Saturday morning can overtake at Bologna the mail 
(which is sent by the Brenner Pass), and embark on Tuesday 
morning on the Peninsular and Oriental Company's steamer. It is 
expected that this route will effect a saving of twenty-four hours,

NOTICES TO MARINERS. 
: WEST COAST OF KOREA. 

The following information relating to the Sir James Hall group of 
islands, off the west coast of Korea, was obtained during a briet 
visit in H. M.S. Ringdove, in 1871, by Navigating Lieutenant James 
Cole, R.N.:— 

The Sir James Hall group consists of three principal islands, lying 
nearly north and south, and were sighted by the Ringdove at a dis- 
tance of 30 miles. The native names of the group were ascertaincd to 
be, Southern island, Soo-cheng-tao; Middle island, Ta-cheng-tao ; 
and Northern, Peh-leng-tao. 

Soo-Cheng-tao, or Ringdove Island, has off its south-west point 4 
dangerous reef (with some of the rocks always uncovered), extending 


in a south-west direction for about a mile; 19 fathoms, sand and mud, | ment, and company officials, and other gentlemen on board. 
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of the island. ‘The south-east point of the island is remarkable from 
its being fronted with white cliffs. A sharp conical rock lics about a 
quarter of a mile to the east-south-eust of the point. Detached rocks 


'as also the appearance of shoal water extend for half a mile 


from the east side of the island; soundings in from 10 to 13 


; fathoms were obtained at a distance of abont 1§ miles from the shore. 


The Ringdove anchored in a bay, in which are two villages, on the 
south side of the island, in 9 fathoms, sand. This bay affords shelter 
from W.S.W. round by north, to E. by N., but is entirely open to the 
southward. Vessels on entering this bay from the westward should 
not approach the south-wes' point of the island nearer than two miles 
until the centre of the bay bears N.N.W., when they may steer in, 
and anchor in 8 fathoms. With the conieal rock off the south-east 
point of the island bearing BK. by N., and the centre of the western 
village N.W. 3 N., there is a depth of 7 fathoms. 


Tw-cheng-tao, or Hertha Island, ia the middle island of the group; 
it has a conspicuous hill or peak about 900 feet high, with a conical 
form when geen from the westward. A small islet, 170 feet high, lies 
about one mile off the west side. On the south-east side of the island 
is a bay with a shingle beach, in which the Ringdove anchored in 8 
fathoms, sand, off a small village, with the east point of the bay 
bearing N. by E. 4 E, and centre of village S.W. by W. 2 W. The 
anchorage is protected from S$ 8.W. round by west to N. by B.; Ring- 
dove Island affords further shelter from heavy seas from the south- 
ward ; it is therefore preferable to the anchorage in the south bay of 
that islaud. 


Peh leng-tao, or Ovzan Island, is the northern and largest of the 
group. ‘The north-west pointof the island is fronted by bold perp2n- 
dicular cliffs about 300 feet high. OF the extreme point is a needle 
or finger-shaped rock about 159 fe:t high. Along the north-west sid: of 
the island a few detached rocks extend a eabls off shore. OM the 
south point of the island, there is a remarkable rocky islet, with a 
large wedze-shaped hole through its north side. About 14 miles to 
the southward of this perforated islet isa sharp rock 50 fect in height, 
with a ledve of rocks extending one-third of a mile from its north 
side; two of these rocks are always uncovered. Ata quarter of amile 
south of the 50 feet rock is broken water, having the appearance of a 
rock nearly awash at low water. About three quarters of a mile to the 
east gouth east of the perforated islet are some detached rocks, the 
outermost of which is 20 feet high. Between these rocks and 
the ledge of rocks to the north of the 50 feet rock is a 
channel cirrying from 7 to 8 fathoms in it. The Ringdove an- 
chored off a small village in a bity near the south-west point 
of the island, about three quarters of a mile from tne shore, in 12 
fathoms hard mud. From the anchorage, the perforated islet, which is 
off the cast point of the bay (south puint of Oecan island), bore E. by 
S.45.; the 50 feet rock S.5.E.4 E.; anda clump of trees in the 
valley behind the village N.} E. The hills at the back are smooth- 
topped and covered with grass. and can easily be distinguished when 
standing in from the south-eastward. In the channel between Hertha 
and Ocean islands broken water was seco in several places, particu- 
larly off the north side of Hertha island; in many cases this appear- 
ance was probably occasloned by the tide, but from soundings having 
been struck in 7 fathoms suddenly after a depth of 13 fathoms shows 
there is an irregular bottom, and that caution is necessary in using the 
channel. 

Tides.—Bectween the islands the flood-stream sets to the west, and 
the ebb-stream tothe east. Off the west side of Ocean (the north) island 
the flood-stream scts north, and the ebb-stream south, from 1} to 2 
knots an hour. Off the north-west point of Ocean island the time 
of high water at full and change was approximately considered to be 
4h. 80m.

SARAWAK RIVER, COAST OF BORNEO. 


The following information relative to a sunken rock iu the Mor. 
tabas entrance of the Sarawak river has been received from Com- 
mander \W. Chimmo, R.N., of H.M. Surveying Vessel, Nassau, 1$71. 


The barque Otter, on her way down from Quop anchorase, struck 
and remained some hours on a pinnacle rock, with only 3 feet on it at 
low water springs, and deep waiter all round. The rock lies nearly in 
the middle of the river, 13 miles within the entrance points, and E.N.E. 
about 9 cables from the Belcher rock. The pilots and small steamers 
navigating the river always pass to the southward of the rock. 


Commander Chimmo further gives notice of the following beacons 
near the town of Sarawak :—The “ Rocks—hug this shore” beacon, 
abreast of Samarang rocks, has been blown down. A beacon, “ keep 
mid river,” is placed in the water nearly opposite the Sago factory, 
and W. } S. about 43 cables from the western Samarang rock. This 
direction beacon is to clear a ledge of rocks running off the southern 
shore, having only 9 feet at low water. 


The following has also been received from Commander Chimmo: 
Viola Rock:—A coral patch, having only 4 feet on it at Jow water, on 
which the Spanish vessel Viola struck and remained twenty-three 
hours, lies about 40 miles east of Balabac Island. There is no doubt 
as to the existence of thia danger, and from information received, its 
probable position is in lat. 7 deg. 50 min, N,, and long. 117 deg. 
40 win. 50 sec. E

Qin. aft., the mean draught being 17ft. 7in. The wind at the time 
was N.N.E., with a force of 8, and smooth sea. The Pekin is fitted 
with compound engines of 600-horse power, nominal, indiciting 
8,078 during the trial; diameter of cylinders, 62 and 104 inches; 
length of stroke 54 inches; heating surface of boilers, 11,720 square 
feet; firegrate surface, 316 8 square feet; condensing surface, 6 059 
square feet; diameter of screw, 17ft.
